Canada will ask Britain to pay 
“a substantially higher price” for 
bacon in the new 1949 contract, il 
was indicated recently by the Do- 
ininion Department of Agriculture. 

Price on the current British con- 
tract is $36 per hundred weight, 
and already 145,000,000 pounds of 
an agreed 195,000,000 pounds have 
been delivered. 

The new contract will be nego- 
tiated this fall. 

Agricultural officials said Canada 
would be in a strong bargaining 
position because of the high domes- 
tic demand for pork and the sure 
prospect of pork prices sharply in- 
creasing in line with those of beef 
following the lifting of the export 
ban on Canadian cattle to the ‘Unit- 
ed States. 

The new British price for bacon, 
lit was explained, would have to be 
high enough to ensure a surplus for 
export. That it, it would have to be 
competitive with higher domestic 
pork prices or there could be no 
bacon surplus for the British market.
